DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

Claims 32, 37, 58 and 59 remain for examination. Claim 32 and 37 are amended. 
Claims 58-59 are newly added. Claims 1-31, 33-36 and 38-57 have been cancelled. 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
February 22, 201 1 has been entered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2.

The application has been amended the Claim 37 as follows: 
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Claims 1-36, 38-57 and 59 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 37 and 58 have been found to be allowable over the prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art is Nuber et al. (US 6,890,676). 

Nuber et al. teaches a fullerene-based proton conductor including a spacer 
molecule connected to the fullerene (corresponding to applicant's C m ) and a proton 
conductive functional group attached to the spacer molecule. The spacer molecule is 
selected from the group of a partially or a perfluorinated compound such as CF 2 . The 
proton conductive functional group is an acidic functional group, such as sulfonic acid 
group-S0 3 H. 

However, neither Nuber et al. nor any of the prior art of record specifically 
discloses an ion-dissociative functional compound consisting of a linkage structure as 
per applicant claim 37 . Therefore, the claim 37 is novel. As such, the dependent claim 
58 is allowable.
